Jam es S h eridan K n o w le s .— About 1805, 1 rem em ­ 
ber K now les, with a light heart and a slight figure, car- 
rying a pair o f colors in the T ow er Hamlets Militia (2d 
regim ent). 
It was a custom ( “ more honored in the 
broach than in the observance,” certainly) among tlie 
Subs to nickname one another. 
K nowles hud the sob­ 
riq u e t o f Jeremiah, which was enunciated after the 
fashion o f giving the word of com mand, i. e. “ Jere­ 
m iah, hem !” 
A pleasant, jolly young fellow lie w as, 
and generally liked by all who knew him. 
H e, how ­ 
ever, quitted the militia, and at the time Jenner’s dis­ 
covery excited so much interest, practised as a vaccina­ 
tor at tho Inslilutioa in Dorset-stroei, Salisbury-square, 
and after a year or tw 'O thus passed, went on the stage, 
which he left for the Professorsliip of F.locution at Aber­ 
deen, 
V'ears and travel luid made the name o f Ensign 
K now les, o f the 2d T ow er Ham lets, a thing unremem­ 
bered by the iiiany who had enjoyed his society, and 
none o f thorn during the sensation that his name excited 
som e three years since, thought o f their quondam com ­ 
rade. 
Indeed, many who might have remembered 
*‘Jerem iah” had forgotten “ K now les,” so certain is 
aught o f the ridiculous to live the longest in our minds. 
About tw o years sinee, at a provincial city, som e old 
friends went to witness the representation of the “ Hunch­ 
back:” one of ilie party was B aech i p len u s, and unfor­ 
tunately thi.s gentleman had been, if not in, connected 
w ith, the 'I’ower Hamlets. 
'Phe face, the voice, the 
manner o f K nowles, at an interval o f at least tw enty- 
seven years, all struck him. 
H e was in a lever o f be-
